Honey On a CommercialBasis

.It Is one of the traits ot human 


nature that we can see the .advant- 
ages of a distant field much quick- 
er than one at 
hand. 'So. in the 


North Platte valley. It was .not 
until several 
thousand stands of 


bees were brought in 'from Colo- 
rado that it became apparent that 
the valley is an ideal place to make 
honey. True, some-old:timers have 
kept bees for twenty-five years, but 
there has 
been little 
attempt to 


raise honey on a -commercial 'basis. 
That. the people of the valley, and 
adjoining table land have.a sweet 
tooth is evinced by the fact that a 
local 
salesman 
representing the 


Sioux Bee association has sold sev- 


tons, but in another not so favor- 
able 1,700 stands, produced only 50 
tons.

'<V few plays well executed — 
that was Andy Smith's jhobby, creed 
and slogan when it came to foot- 
ball and because of his driving per- 
sonality, his unending attention to 
detail, "his willingness to meet his 
men more' than half 'way, Smith 
led the Golden Bears of -California 
in a few short years to the top- 
most pinnacle in the great Ameri- 
can collegiate game. • 
'Andy was .a former All-American 


fullback at Pennsylvania, where" he 
later coached for 
a.' few seasons 
with mediocre success; then on to 
Purdue and finally to California, 
when football was relieved of-the 
long ban that had been placed up- 
on it. 
Excellent material in the 
raw was his, fine athletic types that 
had never played,... and, 
in most 
cases, never seen the game. 
It 
took but a few years for. Andy' to

' Smith's system;—well, it was a 
combination of the best of Warn- 
er's; Dobie's and Zuppke's,. with 
more deception to: it than any of 
these 'three masters have been able 
to-perfect. Of-late years he "faded" 
a back on many of his plays— 
dropped one back as the play start- 
ed, to put it in explainable terms— 
'with the result that the opponents 
never knew whether California was 
going to run, pass or kick. 
The kicking game was Andy's 
bobby. He stressed it above all else. 
Hours were spent in perfecting- it. 
Often a half hour of scrimmage 
was devoted entirely to it. 
This 
brought out the.weaknesses .of'his 
individual players and gave his 
men excellent practice»in protect- 
ing the kicker, blocking ends, tac- 
kles and centers trying to get down 
to, tackle trie receiver and in block- 
ing: kicks. Every,practice punt of 
CaJifornia's was checked by a stop 
watch. California's punters had to 
kick' under two seconds-, or make 
room for qne» who could. Smirk's 
teams got off their punts and cov- 
ered" them like hawks • after their 
quarry. 
Andy figured this perfec- 
tion gave him 150 ..yards.advantage 
in a game. 


- A.Typical Smith Practice. 
Few as were Smith's-plays, they 
were timed to a nicety and every 
man had a distinct duty to per- 
form. His favorite test was to get 
back of his varsity when it was in 
scrimmage practice and blow a 
whistle 
when 
the 
runner 
was 
downed. Every man had to hold 


his place. Smith then; checked.up 
on 'each one. > Defects were point- 
ed our'and the play repeated time- 
and again until'the coach was sat- 
sfied that every^ man 
not only 
knew what to do but could do it. 
Not that he neglected the all im- 
portant matter of fundamentals. He 
did just the opposite. Daily prac- 
tice in them- was the rule—backs 
and ends boxing defensive tackles, 
backs taking out defensive ends, 
interference, line charging, 
backs 
starting and tackling. 
A sample afternoon will suffice 
to illustrate Andy's; methods. First 
came twenty minutes; of •'specialty- 
work—punting, passing, .drop-kick- 
ing place-kicking, 
kicingT-off- and 


catching punts. -.-Every • man on the 
move and watched by an assistant- 
Came'"ten minutes of. snappy .sig- 


nals-drill with' every man on his 
toes—speed and team'work stressed 
every second:- Then a half hour 
was devoted to individual instruc- 
tion—tackling; interference, blocking-- 
ends and 'tackles and line play- 
charging, 
blocking,-, breaking 
through and .getting into the inter- 
ference, as Andy used his linemen 
to mop up. 
• 
Scrimmage followed, but not over 
twice a week after the season was 
on—a driving, .fighting scrimmage 
as full of pep as a ,game. Here's 
where from fifteen to'twenty min- 
utes would be spent in perfecting 
a Play by means of the^whistle check 
previously'mentioned/. 
Most coaches send their, men to 


the showers after that. 
Not so. 
Andy. 'He believed that a forward' 
line "was the backbone of .the. team, 
one that could* fight ort. and on 
no "matter how tired—and a. line- 
man can get very 
tired. 
Andy 
then took his weary. linemen to the 
charging machine—seven at a- time 
—and drove them for long periods 
against it with the~ quarterbacks 
barking the s4gnals same, as in a 
game, so the-line would. hit 
in 
unison and- keep heaving forward 
with all its power. "All" so he said, 
"to pound into them the idea of 
.fighting ahead when their muscles 
were spent and weary." Andy had 
fine lines. 
These forwards on - his' 
teams 


played low on offense, dipped and 
cha'rged '.and tried to' drive every-' 
one opposed to them out and,back 
with htelr shoulders. 
Football 75 'Ptr Ctnt Fiflht. 
Smith believed in oft tackle plays, 
line bucks and fake reverses, plays 
built -on speed and deception. 
He 
banned the huddle system as rum-.j 
ous to a- ^quarterback. 
Neither 
could he see the. advantage gained 
by- a. shift attack. 
He ran most of 
his plays from" one formation—an 
unbalanced "line and, backfield. 
' On defense, 
California 
played 
seven men on the line, one man 
backing it up, two backs 10 yards 
down from the opposing ends and 
his safety man fr.om 25 to 40 yards 
back, (depending on -the down ana 
the opponent's position^OJi the field 
But this defense vaTied. 
"When, Pennsylvania played Cali- 
fornia two years ago and had tha 
ball on California's one-foot line, 
Andy played his entire eleven men 
on the line of scrimmage and held 
us.' I asked him,afterward how he 
could possibly have stopped an at- 
tempted forward pass with th,is odd 
defense. 
His reply was, "With 
eleven men .on the line they would 
not have left a single" receiver of 
yours 
get out to catch a pass.' 
Andy's pass defense was his one- 
weakness, to my way of thinking. 
It was' a combination 
man and 


zone defense. 
• 
Smith believed that football was 


75 per cen fight and 25 per cent 
knowledge of the game. He was a 
genius., at sizing "up an opponent's 
weakness. Of recent years he cut 
down considerably on the starting 
time of practice, commencing Sep- 
tember 15, 
although 
California 


opened before that. 
Andrew Latham Smith, one of the 
really great characters in American 
football, leaves a heritage of grid- 
iron greatness and deeds well done 
which will live long- in the memory 
of those who knew " him. He was 
a sportsman of the highest degree, 
a player with few equals, and a 
strategist ranking wjth"the best. I 
can say that for it was my privilege 
to be a former pupil of his and to 
later face him as

Many, many years before "Joyce 


Kilmer lauded trees, persons less 
gifted had sung them silent little 
paeans 
of 
praise 
within 
their 


hearts. 
A poet-only distilled this essence 


Into words that flung his name for- 
ever about the globe. 
Intimidating when lashing theif 


restless arms in mute rebellion 
against the uneasiness of a wild 
March night, powerful when sil- 
houetted against an incarnadined 
winter sky, fantastic in the white% 
ness of a winter gale, comforting 
against the yellow glare of a July 
noon. 
As protectors and comforters we 


of the plains like them best. As 
artistic effects we can appreciate 
them, but as green guardians of 
our coolness we acclaim them. 
Nebraska has its treeless prairies, 


long stretches unbroken by any ex- 
clamation points of trees, "lias 
its acres where its most- afnbltlous 
trees are not. much larger than life 
size bushes 
Nowhere can it claim 


the miles of wooded lands of the 
north and east. 
Lincoln in its earliest days didnt 


come with full grown elms and 
maples. It wasn't necessary, to do 
much clearing to lay out the streets 
of the tiny village. 


The First Trees. 


The first residents wetit down 


along 
the 
creek 
bottoms 
and 
brought back spindling little .sap- 
lings to place along the few walks 
or where the walks should be. tarns 
and maples were the choice when 
possible but for lack of much choice. 
It was more frequently cottonwoods 
and box elder, and the first citizens 
put them out where and at a dis- 
tance personal 'choice dictated. jNol 
posing 
as 
landscape 
gardeners, 


their planting was not always suc- 
cassful. However,- those seedlings 
and the others that were planted 
in the following years are the fine 
old trees of Lincoln today. 
Because - It was found that uni- 


form planting enhanced the beauty 
of the city and that street trees 
care and plan 
required 
detal ed 
knowledge, a few years ago . Lin- 
coln placed its street planting in 
the hands of one man. At the same 
time many of the old trees were 
dying and great 
unsightly 
gaps 


wero left, when residents failed to 
provide their own trees for, the 
parking space between the curb 
and the sidewalk. 


A' Legislative Act. 


Six or eight years ago the legis- 
lature empowered Lincoln to have 
charge of the .trees on the streets, 
in place of allowing every property 
owner to follow his own inclination 
as to variety and distance, both 
from other trees and from the curb. 
After the city ordinance was passed 
Philip Edlnborough, superintendent 
of the city parks, who has had 
many years of horticultural exper- 
ience, was given the job of patch - 
ng up the gaps and. of instituting 
a Proper system 
of 
street 
tree

job to make the "city beautiful. 
but Mr. Edlnborough is accomplish- 
ing It in the older parts of, the clt> 
as the years advance, and is main,

The Selecttd Type*. . • 


When he first selected the trees 


for street planting he chose Ameri- 
can elm, English 
elm 
pin oak, 
thornless 
'honey 
locust, 
litiden, 


hackberry, 
and "Norway 
maple. 


"U'ithln the last two years, Mr. "Edin- 
borough has eliminated tho Norway 
maple because It is'dlfficuU to. grow 
and It la almost impossible to get 
the stock. 


Tn tho parks,-' where the, condi- 


tions are far more satisfactory '.than 
along tho streets, Mr. Edlnborough 
*»• »J«ed some .Norway maples. 


However, one or two dry, hard win- 
ters kills them, as they require a 
rnolst air to thrive. The replace- 
ment for street planting was too 
great, and Norway maples are no 
longer used. 


Each" year 300 to 500 dead trees 
are taken from the Lincoln streets 
to be replaced by young stock. Mr. 
EdinborOiUgh estimates that he has 
been in charge of setting out about 
40,000 street trees since the city 
has taken it over .and that he has 
set out about 
2,000 replacements

Mr. Bdlnborough is able to get a. 
good root system on the trees, and 
thereby give them a better chance 
Mr. Edinborough likes to raise his 
oaks, .because he finds It more sat- 
isfactory to transplant them as soon 
as they are taken from the ground. 
Oaks are removed with 
greatest, 
success after the sap has started 
in the spring, and if one is shipped 
from several hundred miles, he can 
not be certain of its condition. It 
the sap can not be kept actively 
in circulation, the tree will prob- 
prove a loss. , 


Mr. EdMiborough has found that 
trees of 2% to 3 inches caliber are 
most satisfactory, but where peo- 
ple want larger ones, they may 
purchase 
them. 
However, 
their 


planting must conform in all' points 
to the city system, and Mr. Edin- 
borough's men set the stakes. The 
larger the tree the more difficult 
it is to move it satisfactorily, and 
wthln three or four years the value 
of the smaller sapling is proved. At 
the same time, the city' can plant 
one hundred trees of the three inch 
variety, where it could furnish but 
a small number of half grown trees. 


, . . 
Is Careful Work. 
At best, tree planting in Nebras- 


ka is a delicate proposition. It ia 
possible to put moisture in the 
ground, but it can not be put in 
the air. Our dry winters are hard 
on trees. . A tree will winter kill 
from lack 'of moisture, and the parts 
of the country with winters of heavy 
snow are far more satisfactory for 
tree culture. 
The general system of street tree 


planting is to place trees of the 
same variety on both sides of the 
street as long as it runs straight. 
As soon as it Jogs, the variety, is 
generally changed in order to avoid 
monotony. 
Oh a wide street, Mr. Edlnborough 


plans American- elm or thornless 
locust. On a narrow street, he uses 
linden or English elm, which grows 
slowly, but which has a compact 
pretty, head, j 
Hackberry is one of the most sat- 


isfactory trees in this region, and 
It has ,a different root system from 
the elm. The elms are affected by 
more tree diseases than are the1 
hackberry. Nebraska elms have re- 
cently 
acquired a 
disease that 


comes from, the east, and that again . 
places the hackberry in better posi- 
tion. v 


Elements Considered. 


The condition of the street, its 
walks and .drives, its elevation, and 
grades are: all considered in choos- 
ing its trees .best adapted to its 
natural and artificial. topography. 
Lincoln has no soil but which s suit- 
able for trees, and though its sub-' 
soils are varied, it is always pos- 
sible to give a tree the elements it 
likes best to get root.action, mak- 
ing the soil of m!jfior importance in 
tree planting. 


All (the new American elms are 


set 45 to 50 feet apart, the proper 
distance. The linden requires 30. to • 
35 feet of distance between trees, 
the hackberry 35 to 40 feet.V the 
locust 40 to 45, the oak 35 to 40, 
and the English elm 30-to 35. 


IMncoln tree planting is accomp- 


lished through a definite system. 
Twelve or fourteen n-.-^ti dig the 
holes, o.n<t. they ara followed by 
three others who dp the

WHAT THE RECORDS SHOW. 


This discussion of state finances which has been 


precipitated by gubernatorial candidates in Nebraska 
has been of little value to the taxpayers desirous of 
gaining- a definite idea of the condition of the state 
treasury. 
' 


Governor McAlullen's* assertion at Crete that hih 


democratic rival. ex-Governor Charles W. Bryan, re- 
tired from office with an overdraft of $2,000,000 in the 
general fund, was unfair ana misleading. Actually 
the overdraft on January 1,1925, a few days before 
Governor McMullen took office, was Sl.033,569—nearly 
$1,000,000 short of the amount fixed by Mr. McMullen. 
But the Inference is even more unfair than the figures, 
for by it the governor seeks to sho.w that the treasurj 
is now in "better shape than when he took charge of 
the affairs of state. Actually ttfe figures do^not re- 
flect it. The general fund "overdraft on September 
1, 1326 was $200,000. But in addition to this overdraft 
the general fund had borrowed some $2,000,000 of 
pasoline tax funds. 
The real overdraft then, was 


in excess of ?2,2 60,000. 


But this comparison of the governor's is more 


misleading. For the Bryan administration, he^pick- 
'thc season of the year when tax receipts are light'. 
In the fall) and early winter months there are few 
tax funds coming into the state treasury. For his 
own administration he selects the flood tide of tax 
revenues., Real estate taxes, which make up the bull; 
of the state's-vearly tax revenue, come into the treas- 
ury duringJMay and June. Receipts from other sources 
including licenses, ices' and 'corporation taxes, help 
to swell the total in 'the summer season. The general 
fund might, and usually does, show a balance in July 
and August, when during the lean months which fol- 
low, it is very likely to reflect an overdraft. 


Governor McMullen's troubles come from a desite 


to show a saving where there has been none. He has 
spent more money than was expanded during the 
Bryan administration. If he is satisfied that it hn- 
becn efficiently 
and honestly spent, and no one 


charges that it has not been honestly spent, then he 
should go before the people and show why these in- 
creased expenditures were necessary.

The records of the state treasurer provide ade- 


quate and accurate information of the handling of the 
financial affairs of the state in the last three ad- 
ministrations. 


The fiscal year ends on June 30. 
Choosing July 1, as the basis of comparison for 


each of the last three administrations, the records 
reveal these facts: 


July 1. 1922—last year of McKelvie adminis- 
tration: ^General fund balance, $400,552; total cash 
in treasury, $4,373,322, capitol fund, $2,108,118. 


July 1, 1924—last year of Bryan administra- 


tion: General fund balance, $932,274; total cash 


- 
in treasury, $4,537,148; capitol fund, $1,815,821. • 


July 1, 1926—last year of McMullen adminis- 
tration: General fund balance, $638,424; total cash 
in treasury, $3,938,856; capitol fund, $1,974,265. 
This report, however, fails to reveal that on that, 
date, gasoline tax funtls, set aside for the specific 
purpose of highway improvement and mainten- 
ance, had been "borrowed" to pay general fund 
claims. The amount of gasoline tax funds and 
motor vehicle license funds used to pay claims for 
other activities than those for which they were 
specifically named, aggregated $1,750,000^ On that 
date, then, if the general fund had been compelled 
to pay back to the gasoline tax fungi what had 
been 
borrowed, there was 
an 
overdraft of 


$1,112,000. 


On each of those three dates, it will be observed 


the capitol fund was intact. No money was borrowed 
at that particular time during the stewardships of 
Mr. McKelvie, Mr. Bryan, or Mr. McMullen, although 
subsequently it was temporarily drawn upon by all 
three. But Mr. McMullen had a source of revenue 
which neither Mr.- MoKolvie nor Mr. Bryan had. It 
was the gasoline tax fund, and the highway main- 
tenance fund. 
* * * 


Those are the cold facts concerning state fin- 


ances. 


They are most eloquent argument in favor of a 


reformation of the bookkeeping methods now In vogue 
at the state capitol. Under the system of lumping 
together general fund receipts inaugurated under the 
McKelvie administration, the state has gotten into 
this vicious habit of spending money before it has 
been collected. Through the free and easy system 
of borrowing. from the accumulated surpluses of 
special levies, similar to the gasoline tax fund, the 
capitol fund, and the automobile registration fees, 
it has actually spent in excess of its appropriations. 


These funds should be kept separate and paid 


out only"for the specific purpose for which they were 
intended. If state officials realized they could not 
borrow here and there to meet current claims, there 
would be a tendency to curtail expenditures. Both can- 
didates for governor owe it, to the people of this 
state to pledge themselves to simplify the book- 
keeping methods employed by the state along the 
lines recently announced by State Treasurer Robin- 
son. Let's terminate this practice of spending in ex 
cess of appropriations and anticipating tax revenues.

OUR FUTURE FUEL. 


Roger TV. Babson, the eminent statistician and 


economist, asserts that the future of the manufactured 
gas Industry will be little short of spectacular, be- 
cause of the development of industrial and household 
heating requirements. He says furthermore that the 
advantages of gas In manufacturing processes render 
"It ineritably the fuel of the future and among these 
he "cites the cleanliness, convenience and" easy control 
«LS well as the high ratio of efficiency, as compared 
with coal and other fuel. 


Mr, Babson also advances tlie opinion that with 


"wider use of gas for house heating, rates will bo 
lowered •until coal is- displaced as«tho principal fuel 
for domestic heating. 
These observations by Mr 


Babson are nojt new, -but the fact tliat such statements 
Aro^bclriff made, with inc'rtSasin'g frequency by persons 


• 
; who make a study of such matters tends to strengthen 


he belief that the day of hard fuel has almost reached 
un.e/id.

Of course In order to bring about the realization 


of the economist's prediction it will be necessary that 
the cost of producing gas be .reduced. 
There

eason to believe, however, that such a thing wilt be 
possible, for quantity production must have its effect 
upon this commodity as it has on everything else. 
The more electrical current a single unit is able Lo 
generate the lower is the cost of that current. The 
same will doubtless prove true in regard to i?as. 


Great advances have been made'in the manufac- 


:ure of gas In the course of time, but there is no rea- 
son why still more notable ones should not be made. 
It is altogether probable that this branch of the 
leating and lighting industry has not received the at- 
tention-that, has been paid to electricity in recent 
years and that intensive research and experimenta- 
:lon may result in very valuable discoveries. 


In any event it is practically certain that heat- 


ng in the not distant future will be done in a more 
scientific and less wasteful manner. Pipes or wires 
-ill carry the heat energy to the home as well as to 
he factory and other places of "consumption. We are 
probably further behind'in this respect at the present 
.ime than.in any other of our domestic and industrial 
arrangements. 
' 


OLD AGE PENSIONS. 


Britain's financial troubles are augmented in no 


ncoiibiderable degree by the provision which she 
made to install a system of old age pensions in the 
British I&les. 


Latest figures show that 1,071,093 of her citizens 


were taking advantage of the provision. Of this num- 
ber 672,148 were women and 398,945 were men—re- 
flecting in a measure the disproportionate balance ^ 
between the sexes which has prevailed in the British 
Isles for several years. The total amount paid in 
pensions for the last fiscal year was 27,000,000 pounds, 
or approximately $135,000,000. 


Britain entered into the period of social reforma- 


tion which has been so significant in that -country 
bravely and optimistically. 
Improvement in hous- 


ng conditions, abatement of the land evils, and fin- 
ally the establishment of the-dole as a means of puli- 
ng the sting of unemployment were only a few of the 
,ocial innovations which she grasped. The real test 
of the permanency of these Idealistic aims which 
she gave voice to has not come but will appear 
shortly. 


' It Is questionable whether Britain can carry on 


under the load which she put upon her shoulders. 
She has been postponing a decision in the hope that 
trade conditions, especially In the industrial regions, 
ivould change but industry has been staggering un- 
der too heavy a load of taxation. 
She cannot cut 


.axes and continue the social reforms which she in- 
augurated. 
Neither can the government go on in- 


definitely drawing huge sums of money from the 
pocketbooks of the productive class of the countn 
without a showing of Improvement. The old age 
pension is one which is likely to" draw the first fire. 


UNSPOKEN ORATIONS. 


Adjournment Of the last session of congress was 


on July 3. 


In spite of that fact speech-making continued 


until July 10, according to the Congressional Record 


The disparity in dates is explained by the fact 


that this is election year and a number of members 
of congress, seeking re-election, had speeches on their 
chests, which they desired to deliver for home con- 
sumption. Hence they obtained leave to print in the 
Congressional Record. 


That is decidedly expensive oratory of the un- 


spoken variety. 
Between June 28 and July 16, it 


cost the government $18,697 to "print" these speeches, 
inti educed into the Record under the heading of ex- 
tensions of remarks. That is an average of about 
$2,000 a day. It costs $4S a page, or ?24 a column 
to set up the Congressional Record. 


.What were these unspoken orations about? 
According to the New York Times they covered 


every conceivable subject from agricultural relief, 
the tariff.

Representative Martin B. Madden

ent Fordney-McCumber law, forced 
more than 5,000,000 workmen into 
idleness.

Crayon Portrait Artist Found Future National 


Academy Painter In Little Virginia Village 


'You Ought to "go to a good art school,' he said.''

Elderly and middle-aged people and 
people beginning to be middle-aged 
will remember that not very distant 
period In American history when 
art in many homes was represent- 
ed by crapon portraits of father 
and mother hung in hideous frames 
in the parlor. 
In the latter days of this period,

made 
upon a 


enlargement 
upon 


special paper, so that the artist had 
nothing to do but to put in the es- 
sential high and low lights. But in 
the earlier days, he made free hand 
sketches and had to be a person 
of considerable skill. Ten to one he 
also did portraits in oils, and was 
only limited in his production of 
this sort of work by the matter of, 
customers, those able to pay more 
than crayon prices being few and 
far between. 
It was at this latter time that 
Paul Laughlin, a some-time student 
at the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts, drifted into and located 
temporarily at Leesburg, "Va., a lit- 
tle southern town of perhaps 2,500 
inhabitants, doing crayon portraits 
of many of its sitizens, and some- 
times, when the said citizen was 
sufficiently affluent, a portrait in 
oils. 


Laughlin, a big man with a flow- 
ing brown beard, quickly became a 
familiar figure about Leesburg, and 
numbered many inhabitants among 
his friends. 


Met Fellow Artist. 


In the home in which he lodged 
as roomer acid boarder, the mem- 
bers of the family took a keen in- 
terest in the newcomer. It happened 
that an acquaintance was artistical- 
ly inclined. At least he "drew." 
"You must meet Hugh Brecken- 
ridge," Laughlin was told. <4He's 
very clever at drawing. He's only six- 
teen, too. But he has been making 
pictures ever since he was a little 
fellow." 
. 
"I'd like to know hirn,".-said the 
artist. It is not on record that he 
was to" achieve fame as a painter, 
but there is no doubt that he was 
deeply interested in art. When he 
wasn't doing portraits he went 
about Leesburg and the surround- 
ing country doing sketches for
